and suggests that in order to take care 
of the water at New Haven that part of 
the Wabash railroad embankment there 
be.replaced by Borne sort of open work 
construction. The copy is as follows: 


"The remedies suggested by this in- 


spection would seera to be the diversion 
of a portion.of the flood waters of the 
St. Mary's into the Muumee through the 
natural high water channel, before men- 
tioned: by increasing the discharge gee- 
tion of,the Mnumee in the vicinity of 
New Haven by replacing a portion of 
the Wabash embankment by some form 
of open construction: by raising the 
levee on the east bank of St. .Joseph 
river, and by restoring the flood sections 
of the St. Jlary's river by straightening ] 
widening and-deepening the high water 
channel .and restoring the high water 
seel ion at such bridge crossings where it 
is now too contracted. 


"Consideration might also be given to 


a diversion , of a portion of the 
tS. 


Mary's river to the Wabash river, but 
this is 
deemed 
inadvisable as it 
is 


thought that under present conditions 
the Wahash cannot.safely carry its pres- 
ent discharge." 


As previously explained to you. the 


board finds itself unable through lack 
of ,time to prepare plans for remeding 
the conditions in Your city. The board 
will, however, be very glad to give early 
and careful consideration to any plan 
which raay.be submitted by your city 
engineer, or other engineer selected by 
you. 


This report, a? you will understand, is 


based upon the comparatively brief ex- 
amination made by us. but is is thought 
that, it may be of value to the engineer 
in making a more careful study of the 
situation and in preparing his plans.

the frogs revive most actively.

placed in a. refrigerating jar just large 
enough to hold one animal. The jar is 
filled with liquid air at a certain tem- 
perature, and after a short time the ani- 
mals appear lifeless.

saged revive completely. 


Recently some very interesting and 


successful efforts were made in the 
medical school to revive the apparently 
dead heart of an animal. In about five 
cases out of ten the heart of a chicken 
took on renewed energy se.vernl hours 
after death.

Validity of New Laws. 


The average layman, unversed in Ipgal Inve and im- 


patient of the quips and quirks of technicality that tenc 
to obstruct the pathway to a fulfillment of the intent and 
purpose of law, will have small patien.-e with the cry now 
being raised in some quarters questioning the validity ot 
certain of the new laws enacted by the recent Indiana 
legislature. Two notable instances in which it is reported 
there may be tests in the courts to determine the validity 
of new laws involve not only the public utilities commis- 
sion statute, bxit the new school law providing for voca- 
tional training as well. 
. 
, 
The opinion is vouchsafed by what is said to be legal 


opinion of more or less eminent degree that in each case 
there is a failure of definite repeal of the old statutes 
which these were designed to supersede, and that infinite 
entanglement may result, to say nothing of the delay in 
Setting the benefits of the reformative conditions these 
faws were designed to supply. There is hint that .thrrc 
may be corporate refusal to accept the public utilities 
commission control on the one hand, and that school book 
concerns which are unsuccessful in securing contracts from 
the new state board of education may launch an attack 
against the authority of the latter. 


The situation is interesting, but hardly serious. 
At 


worst there can be but temporary embarrassment it an ap- 
peal-is made to the courts. Should the attack against the 
new laws be successful, the people may be expected to 
insist upon the enactment of statutes that will stand the 
fire test to replace them. Attacking the constitutional^ 
of laws is a favorite diversion with many members of the 
legal fraternity, but in this instance the situation is not 
one to cause especial alarm. The new acts will stand at 
least until they are overturned, and when this occurs the 
'defects will be remedied. In the end the people will never 
be defeated in a reform in which they sincerely believe. 


Whether the conviction of Jack Johnson, the negro 


pugilist on charges of having violated the Mann white 
slave act will have a salutary effect or not depends large- 
ly upon the very debatable susceptibility of men of his 
calibre to recognize a wholesome warning wheii t^y meet 
it Impregnated by the characteristic! spirit of defiant out- 
lawry that somehow invests the exponent of the pugilis- 
tic game, Johnson's triumphs in the ring and the nauseat- 
ing laudations of hero-worship with which a misguided 
following showered him all tended to impress the pugilist 
with an exalted sense of his own importance and his pow- 
ers that rendered law and decency of little consequence as 
against his own inclinations. Let us hope the outcome ot 
the trial will subdue Mr. Johnson for a time, at least. 


Elopements to Hillsdalc by Fort Wayne lovers are 


becoming so frequent that they are plainly beginning to 
fail of attracting attention, and with the novelty of a mar- 
riage of this sort worn off, there seems to be small excuse 
for the foolishness. 
It is unfortunate that the sober sec- 


ond thought of most of the young people who have adopt- 
ed the elopement route to matrimony does not apparently 
exercise anv restraining effect upon others who are tempt- 
ed to follow their example under the mistaken notion that 
it is "romantic." ^^ 


The effort of the city council at mediation which is 


hoped will lead to a a settlement of the dispute under 
which linemen of the municipal lighting plant have been 
out on strike for the past four weeks is a commendable 
move that should show satisfactory results. With patrons 
clamoring for extensions of the city lighting service and 
the linemen anxious to return to work,'it should be possi- 
ble to reach some sort of mutually satisfactory under- 
standing without further delay.

Woman's Suffrage Resolution Advanced 


by Senate Committee.. 


Washington, May 14.—Senator Cham-

the city council, and the resolution pro- 
posed by W. K. Hosac said something 
about immodesty and the high Ideals of 
women. 
/ 


"Bathhouse John's" poetical lament, 


•which will result in an investigation by 
th« council health committee next Mon- 
day, would have been sufficient incen- 
tive! the suggestion about immorality 
was the last straw. 


Text of Resolutions. 


The resolutions passed unanimously. 


Nevertheless, mnny of the dressmakers 
expressed themselves in favor of the 
slash "anywhere from five, to fifteen 
inches" in length. Here are the resolu- 
tions : 


Wherea*. Tho Mushed skirt IB a 


fraud, cheat and atrocity perpetrat- 
ed on an intelligent nation by a 
class of people who themselves do 
not believe in or wear it; and 


Whereas, The Chicago Dressmak- 


ers' club is unalterably oppoeed to 
any form of fashion which is im- 
modest or suggestive; and 


Whereas, \Voman stands for the 


highest ideals of the human race, 


Therefore, be it resolved, That tb.o 


Chicago Dressmakers' club put itself 
on record as opposed to the slashed 
skirt and nil similar designs which 
appeal to or suggest immodesty. 
] 
Pleads for U. S. Fashions. 


In offering the resolutions, Mr. Hosac 


pleaded for American fashions for Amer- 
ican women. 


"Never sine* fashions were started 


has there been anything to 
compare 


with the slashed skirt for fraudulent 
and indecent deception of the public," 
he snld. "We know .that this style is 
the joke of Paris, the most disgustingly 
immodest hoax that ever hns hi»n pnssed 
off on America as the latest style. 


"It was conceived in immodesty and 


hns no excuse for its being except for 
those who wish to attract attention to 
themselves in the lowest form in which 
this can be done. 


"One can see reason, though not beau- 


ty, in the short skirt, which shows more 
of the limbs than the slashed garment. 
But this is honest, and therefore, not im- 
modest. 
Why must skirts be made so 


narrow nt the bottom that the slash 
is necessary? 
The answer is, because 


the idea was to make the slash neces- 
sary and thereby catch the woman off 
her guard. 
, "The Parisian contempt for the Amer- 
ican would make the ears of the so- 
called American smnrt dresser shrivel 
up. Parisian modistes look upon Amer- 
ica as 'Boohland.' " 


Defends "Naughty Slash." 


Mme. C. H. Phair. president of the 


club, was .first to defend the naughty 
slnsh. 
She snid it. was not necessarily 


naughty. 


Then Mme. Anna Ripley followed her 


lead and suggested that "possibly the 
I 


slash wns well tacked xvhen it started 
forth on- Michigan avenue. 
But acci- 


dent will happen, and chiffon is 
not 


easily fastened in place." 


For a time it looked as if the resolu- 


tions would be voted down. Mme. Ho 
sac asked that all those making the 
slash raise their hands, and instantly a 
dozen hands went up. 


"I make 'cm fifteen inches long/' said 


Mme. Jayne. 


"Four or five inches is enough," an- 


swerer" Mme Hosnc. 


Explosions were given by many, 


among them Herbert J. Prussing, an 
authority on woman's wear. 
Ho op- 


posed the slash. 
Then somebody sug- 


gested that if the resolutions were voted 
down the organization would he placing 
itself on record as favoring immodesty. 
The resolutions were passed unanimous- 
ly-But the dressmakers refuse to con- 
sider the

permanent. 


They sny the naughty slash will be 
gone by fall, and drooping lines (what- 
ever those are), with the skirt short- 
ened in front, soon will he all the, rage.

ing of Feb. 17 he noticed Miss Doris Un- 
derwood standing in front of tin- store 
where he was employed.

Ho says he offered to shake 
hands and that "she. brushed his hnn.i 
aside. 
When they reached the rear 01 


tin- store he said she remarked: 


"Now look what you have done to Ada 


(meaning her younger sister). What are 
you R"ing to do about it t" 


Fisher says he told the girl he did not 


understand what she meant, and thus 
he could do nothing until he understood 
her. He says he suggested that they go 
see Ada at once. 


"N<>, you can't sen Ada any more," 


Fisher skid the girl responded, and wlta 
the remark ha says she took off her 
gloves and drew a email revolver from 
her purse and fired at him. 
Tho wit- 


ness said that after he had fallen to the j 
floor ho optnrd his eyes and saw tli« 
young woman standing near him with the 
smoking gun in her hands and fcr "fear 
she would shoot again" he said he closci; 
his eyes. 


Drugs May Play Part. 


Tlie cross-examination of the witness 


was started just before- court adjourned 
and tile attorneys for the young woman 
did not pet far in their examination of 
Fisher they questioned 
him 
concern- 


ing his right to sell drugs and produced 
two bottles said to contain certain drugs 
nnd had Fisher identify this writing on 
tho bottles ns his own. What part tho 
drugs will play in tho trial is no known, 
but attorneys for the defense hint that 
Fisher perscrihed certain drugs for Ada 
Underwood. 


The other witnc«e» were police olM- 


cflrs and their evidence concerned the 
arrest of the young woman, ('apt. Mc- 
Ilvain testified that when tho Underwood 
girl came to police, headquarters on the 
night of the armoring she told him Bho 
had given Fisher four chances to do on« 
of two tilings.
